The Manauense is a chartered ship fly- 
ing the British flag. She belongs to a 
frm of which Senator Perks, of San 
Francisco, is alleged to be a junior mem- 
ber, The officers say the firm bought her 
fo¥ $5,000 and they claim efforts were 
mafe to sell her to the government for 
$1,000. She started from San Francisco 
accompanied by the transport Pakin, 
which carried the remainder of the regi- 
ment, and encountered heavy seas to 
Honolulu without accident. After start- 
Ing it developed that she was under- 
manned and soldiers had to be detailed 
to act as firemen, coal passers and walt- 
ers, and to do other work. 

Decided To Desert. 

Before reaching Honolulu the crew con- 
cluded that the ship was not safe and 
the majority agreed to desert. Though 
they were closely watched many of the 
ew succeeded in getting away and the 
Manauense left Honolulu with less than 
half her crew. The captain of the trans- 
port on November l7th told Colonel Hayes 
that the vessel had sprung a leak, and 
an investigation resulted in finding sev- 
eral feet of water in the hold. The steam 
pumps were tried, but failed to work, 
and there were no hand pumps on board. 
However, forty-six buckets were found, 
others were improvised and the soldiers 
hot employed in working the ship were 
organized into five shifts and stripped, and 
forming lines they began bailing, the offi- 
cers working with the men, passing the 
buckets which were sent up to the deck 
by a Windlass.

The Opposition in the Debate Was

MANY MEMBERS EXPLAIN THE VOTE 


The Opposition to the Measure Was 
Directed Against the Gran4- 
father Clause, Which Was

The bill by Mr. Hardwick, of Washing- 
ton, taking away from the ignorant, un- 
intelligent and purchasable negro of the 
State the right to vote was defeated in 
the house, of representatives by a vote 
of 137 to 5, 

The only -voice raised in defense of the 
measure Was that of its author, who 
made an able though ineffectual argu- 
ment, while half a dozen leading mem- 
bers of the house took the floor in pro- 
test against the passage of the bill which 
they pronounced an open and admitted 
discrimination against one class of ¢iti- 
zens in the state. | 

After the previous question had been 
called, shutting off debate on the issue, 
an effort was made to lay the bill on the 
table, partly out of deference to its 
author and in view of the stubborn Op- 
position with which it had met as well 
as the certainty thdt it would meet de- 
feat if put on its passage. In this effort 
to postpone the action of the house Mr. 
Hardwick took no part, preferring to 
meet the issue, whatever it might be. 

Anticipating the general opposition to 
the bill before it was taken up for third 
reading by the house, Mr. Hardwick “no-

Germany® imports 600,000,000 pounds of 
peanuts from Africa, from which the oil is 
expressed and is used for every purpose for 
which we use lard or olfve oil, and by many 
it is preferred to either. The cake is used 
for the feeding of stock, as is cotton seed 
meul or linseed cake. It is also’ used like 
cotton seed meal as a tertilizer. 

While about 4,000,000 bushels are raised 
annually in this country, they are 
eating purposes principally. 

If the cotton seed oil mills would arrange 
to extract the oil from the peanut, a market 
would spring up that would consume?

How To Cook Eggs. 


Fditor Constitution—In your paper of yester- 
day you describe a recent invention that rings 
a bell to notify the cook when the water boils 
in which eggs for breakfast are placed, in 
which you say: 

‘“‘As is well known, the proper way to cook 
an egg is to put it in cold water, and then 
bring the latter to the boiling point, when the 
exe should be taken out.”’ 

I do not think that “‘is the proper way,”’ or 
that it is even a good way, and with your per- 
mission I will give your readers a better way. 
It is this: 

lake a tin vessel—a common small tin 
bucket, or a common milking cup, say five and 
one-half to six inches in diameter and four 
inches deep—and set it on a table in the kitch- 
en, not near the stove or an cpen window in 
wirter, and put the eggs in it, not more than 
three in number; ‘hen fill the vessel] with boil- 
ing water. Pour the water from the kettle 
when it is actually boiling, and be sure to 
fll the vengel full to the brim. Let them stand 
thus fifteen or eighteen minutes by the clock, 
then take them to ths table to be caten while 
hot. 

If you wish to cook at one time more than 
three and not more than six eggs, after the wa- 
ter has teen on them four or five minutes 
cover the vessel with a tin pot cover, or @ 
plate, and take cut the eggs at he end of the 
fifteen or eighteen minutes from the time the 
water was first poured on them. , 

The size of the vessel in which the eggs are 
cooked—its shap2, its depth and diameter—and 
then filling it to the brim while the water is 
actually boiling, are most important factors in 
cooking eggs. 

When thus cooked they are far more pala- 
table and delicious than by any other method 
whatever. They «are done, through and 
through—not a particle raw; but the white and 
the yuke alike are tender—are soft, not hard, 
and will please the most fastidious. 

Try this plan once. You will like it.

The prisoner hav- 
ing appealed to the United States su- 
preme court, Governor Gilmer was, ac- 
cordingly, in his representative capacity, 
summoned to appear before that tribeinal 
in the sequent December. Boldly ignor- 
ing the citation, aS sovereign Geor- 
gia recognized no higher judiciary 
than her own courts, the chief 
magistrate gave instructions for Tas- 
sel’s immediate execution. The moral 
effect of all this was most excellent. 
The uncompromising attitude of the state 
fully impressed the national authorities 
with a sense of its individual import- 
ance, and Georgia’s right to exefcise 
jurisdiction within the Cherokee confines 
was freely allowed. In the fall of 1831 
Governor Gilmer. who was, as may be 
inferred, a member of the Troup party, 
was defeated for re-election by Hon.

should eommence anew. I have no criticism 
to make in a personal way whatever, but as 
a citizen of Georgia, who has at heart her 
interests, I feel it to be both my privilege 
and duty to express my views concerning the 
actions of her public servants in their official 
capacity and especially when such tremend- 
ous public interests are involved. 

It is not every man that can make a saddle, 
and it is not disrespectful to any one to 80 
state. It is not every one that is fitted by ex- 
perience to fill the position of commissioner 
in the erection of this great building. There 
should be a commission provided for by the 
legislature, and in my judgment the governor 
should be the head of that commission. He is 
splendidly equipped, having had a large ex- 
perience in building, and at the same time 
possessed of the Jeffersonian qualifications. He 
is capable and honest. When the state capi- 
tol was built Governor McDaniel was author- 
ized to appoint a commission, and he was made 
the bead of it. This great work stands as 
a monument to the integrity. and wisdom of 
his administration. 

When the state adopted the present lgws re- 
garding the state penitentiary and the handling 
of the convicts, Governor Atkinson was allowed 
to name the commissioners, and their work 
abundantly testifies to the wisdom of his se- 
lections. To withhold from Governor Candler 
the power to appoint this commission is @ 
reflection upon his administration and upon 
him which his friends should rebuke. 

Governor Should Head It. 

As I have said, there should be a commission. 
The governor should be the head of it. He 
should be empowered to select the other mem- 
bers of it, in order that men of such fitness, 
experience and skill might be selected as a 
business like handling of such a matter re- 
quires. One should be a practical architect and 
civil engineer of experience in that work. 
Other qualifications would doubtless be re- 
quired, and which experience in certain lines 
only could give. Hence it is, in my judgment, 
that the governor should be allowed to exer- 
cise his judgment and discretion in appoint- 
ing the commission. No one who knows him 
will say that he is not eminently fitted by 
natural ability and experience for heading and 
appointing such a _ board. 

In this connection I wish to call attention 
to the following clause of the corymitution: 

‘‘Nor shall any senator or representative, af- 
ter his qualification as such, be elected by the 
general assembly or appointed by the governor, 
either with or without the consent of the sen- 
ate, to any office or appointment having any 
emolument annexed thereto, during the time 
for-which he shall have been elected.” 

It may be claimed that there is no emolument 
annexed to the position of commissioners as 
contemplated by the bill; it is, however, a sig- 
nificant fact that the bill to repeal 
the third section of the act of 1898, which 
provides that the members of the committee 
shall receive ‘‘no pay.’’

Charley Adams Declares He Is Not 
Guilty—The Woman Admits

Two persons, who are believed to be 
among the boldest sneak thieves that 
ever worked in the city of Atlanta, were 
yesterday arrested by Call Officer Tom 
Ivy and Detectives Wootten and Harris in 
the persons of Mattie Adams and Charley 
Adams.

Monday Mrs. Miller went out and while 
she was gone the negress went to the 
bureau drawers, removed the keys and 
stole $17 from the trunk. This was re- 
ported to the officers, but the woman 
could not be located, as she moved from 
the boarding house where she had been 
living. 

Last Tuesday Mattie went to the home 
of Mrs. L. S. Ivey, 156 Spring street, and 
secured a position. The next morning 
Mrs. Ivey sent her to the store for some 
purchases. She returned and said that 
Mrs. Ivv was wanted at the store. Mrs 
Ivey went to the store, and while she 
was gone the woman stole $20. in a purse 
and left.
